Eugene Kellogg, 16 Years 
Old, Took His Life. 
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‘Federal Government Would 
Be in Advance for the Fair. 
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VICTIM OF MANY ACCIDENTS 
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STRUCTURE TO COST $250,000 |

FINGER WAS AMPUTATED. 
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About Midnight the Boy, Always Ner- 
‘yous and Excitable, Ended His Life, 
Though Apparently Cheerful 
a While Before. 


Last of a iong list of casualties occurring 
to Eugene Kelicgg. 16 years old, was nis 


suicide Friday night by placing a revolver | 


fin his mouth and shooting himself. 

Friday afternoon, while operating 
Stamping machine at the plant of the 
Geisel Manufacturing Co. on South Broad- 
Way. the boy’s index finger on his right 
hand was mashed. He went to the City 
Dispensary, where the finger was ampu- 
tated at the second joint. 

A few weeks ago, while operating a sim- 
far machine, the tips of three fingers on 
hie left hand were cut off. 

Five years ago he fell off a box in a de- 
partment store and broke one of his arms. 

Charles Kellogg. the older brother of the 
boy, who returned home from a lodge 
meeting at 12:30 o'clock Saturday morning 
and found Bugene dead in the kitchen of 
the living apartments, upstairs at 1301 
North Broadway, said to the Post-Dis- 
patch: 

“"Gene was always an unlucky boy. [ 
there wes any accident in the neighbor- 
hood he was sure to be there and get hurt, 
lie had been injured many times.’’ 
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EUGENE KELLOGG. 
(Who committed sutcide Friday 
night, aged 16, after a series of ac- 
cidenta.) 
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The boy left no message. His relatives 
and the family physician, Dr. G. M. Arm- 
strong, of 1130 North Broadway, believe 
that he shot himself upon the impulse of 


the moment, probably on account of pain 
from his injured hand or from toothache. 


He Was Found 
by His Brother. 

“When I came home last night,’” said 
Charies Kellogg, who is a bookkeeper at 
Nugent's, “I saw ‘Gene sitting in a chair 
in the kitchen. I supposed he was asleep 
end started to awaken him. Then I ob- 
served that he was dead. There was a bot- 
tle near, and I knew that he had been us- 
ing a solution of chloroform and other 
drugs for the toothache. The bottle was 
empty and I supposed that he had taken 
poison. i ran into my sister Mabei's room 
crying out that ‘Gene was dead. Mabel be- 
gan screaming. ' 

Miss Mabel Kellogg, who is a very pretty 
gir of 18, told the Post-Dispatch that she 

retired about 9 o'clock, leaving her 
brother in the kitchen playing a game of 
euchre with some buy friends. 

“] left home about 6:30,"' said Miss Kel- 

,. and had dinner at a cafe with some 
fr ® When | passed by ‘Gene he seemed 
to very cheerful. I remarked to him 
that I was cold, and he good-naturedly toid 
me not to bother him, as he wanted to win a 
point in the game."’ 

When Miss Kellogg went into the kitchen 
after being told of her brother's death, sho 
stumbled over a revolver iying on the floor 
near him. An ambulance was called and 
the body was taken to the morgue. It was 
sapovered that the boy had shot himseit 
with the muazzie of the weapon in his mouth 

Mrs. Sarah Kellogg. the boy's mother. 
Was aroused by her daughter's screams. 
Mer older son, fearing the effect of the 
shock, sought to conceal the fact that the 
boy was dead. He told his mother that Eu- 

née had taken too much chioroform for 
the toothache and that he was in the City 
Hospital. It was not until 9 o'clock Satur- 
a morning that the fact of the boy's sui- 
cide Was revealed to the mother by Dr. 
Armstrong. She was prostrated. ;

He dashed off 
toward the quarry with Bennie Haermmer- 
schricidt following as fast as his short legs 
would carry hina. ; 

Arriving at the brink of the big pond, Kel- 
ler saw a small straw hat floating near a 
frail raft of planks. There was a break in 
the water, and he saw the scared, white 
face of a drowning boy emerge from the 
turbid depths. 


Jumped Down 
Twenty Feet. 

Tt is a sheer 20 fect from the top of the 
bank of the quarry pond to the surface of 
the water, but Keler jumped in without 
stopping even to remove his coat, though he 
did throw his hat to one side. 

As he came to the surface he caught an- 
other glimpse of the drowning boy. 

A few quick strokes and the swimmer had 
reached the lad. Catching him by the hafr 
with his left hand he turned on his back 
and paddied ashore with his right, towing 


the youngster. 
There was some difficulty about effect- 


ing a landing, but Keller finally found a 
place where the bank slopes and, getting 
a foothold himself, dragged the boy out. 

Other men had been attracted by the 
cries of Bennie Haemmerschmidt, and the 
boy who got the ducking was turned up- 
side down by them so the water could run 
out of him. He regained consciousness {i 
u few seconds and was soon able to walk 
home.

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PRESFNT AND PROPOSED LIMITS OF SHAW’S GARDENS. 
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Scope of the Gardens Is Being Greatly 
Increased and Still Further Addi- 
tions and Improvements 
Will Be Made. 


The area of the Missouri Botanical Gar- 
dens, better known as Shaw's Garden, is 
to be nearly trebled by the addition of un- 
improved land lying west and south of the 


present gardens. 
An addition of 22 acres, known as the 
North American tract, 1s now being laid 


off-and planted. 

It is the intention of Dr. William Tre- 
lease, director of the gardens, and Henry UL. 
Irish, his horticultural assistant, to proceed 
without haste, but the improvements. Wil! 
certainly be finished and in a high state 
of perfection by the opening of the World's 
Fair. 

The North American tract, as.its name 
indicates, will be devoted to hardy North 
American plants,. the collection of which 
will be the most complete in existence. 

Later: on, as the accruing funds from the 
Shaw. estate warrant, the additional ¢x- 
penditure, a 60-acre meadow adjoini the 
North American. tract on thé north vill be 
taken into the, garden.. This may .be five 
years hence, and-it may be ten, but the 
purpose of the ‘dtrector is to have it done 
as soon as possible. “ 

When the gardens are completed ngs A will 
comprise 127 acres, and with their broad 
drivewavs, artificial lakes and great forest 
trees, wiil give the people another fine _— 
in addition to the botanical collection, libra- 
ry and museum, which Dr. Asa Gray, the 
famous botanist, pronounced ‘the finest iIn- 
stitutions of their kind in this country.” 

EKastern cities are beginning to awaken 
to the importance of botanical gardens, and 
within the last five vears New York and 
Buftixlo have founded at considerable ex 
pense institutions of this character. None 
of them compares with dhe 8t. Louis gur- 
dens, which, tnanks to the liberality and 
foresight ot Ilenry Shaw, surpass anything 
of the kind in this country and acknowi- 
edge but few rivals and no superiors, so far 
as the collections are concerned, in Europe. 

The Kew gardens, near London, exceed 
Shaw's Garden in total area. but not in the 
collection of plants. They are maintained 
at government expense, while the Missouri 
Botanical. Gardens were endowed by Mr. 
Shaw. 

Mr. Irish said to the Post-Dispatch Satur- 
any regarding the enlargement of the gar- 
aens: 

“The present gardens comprise about 4 
acres, including the arboretum and fruitice- 
tum. An addition of 22 acres, which was 
graded last summer and fa’l. is now being 
prepared, and 20,000 plants have been set 
out there. The drainage and water connec- 
tions are now being put in. 

“It is desired to preserve the original 
garden as nearly like Mr. Shaw left it as 
is possible, so the high stone walls separat- 
ing it from unimproved parts of the estate 
will not be torn down. for the present, at 
least. A stone coping, two or three feet in 
surmounted by an oramenta iron 
fence, will probably be erected on the out- 
side border of the North American tract. 

The - North American tract Hes across 
Magnolia avenue from Tower Grove park. 
which the city also owes to Henry Shaw. 
“wo small lakes have been constructed tn 
the tract and the driveways are being laid 
off. The plants will be placed in botanica' 
sequence. section will be devoted to 
inedicinal plants of the North American 
continent.
